SUB J : GENERAL BROWN MEETING WITH GENERAL PANGGABEAN 

1. SUMMARY: IN INITIAL PRIVATE MEETING APRIL 7 WITH 
CHAIRMAN CHIEFS JOINT BROWN, INDONESIAN MINISTER DEFENSE 
PANGGABEAN STRESSED NEED FOR INDONESIA TO STRENGHTEN SECURITY 
BOTH WITHIN ITSELF AND WITHIN ASEAN CONTEXT, EXPRSEED HOPE 

FOR CONTINUING US MILITARY AID AND RAISED SPECIFICALLY 
QUESTION OF SHIPS. END SUMMARY 

2. IN WELCOMING GENERAL BROWN IN PRIVATE MEETING IN 
MINISTRY OF DEFENSE, GENERAL PANGGABEAN SAID THAT PRIMARY 
INDONSIAN OBJECTIVE WAS CREATION OF "NATIONAL RESILIENCE." 
AMEMBASSADOR NEWSOM AND GENERAL SURONO, INDONESIAN DEPUTY 
CHIEF OF STAFF, WERE ALSO PRESENT. 

3. GENERAL PANGGABEAN DESCRIBED NATIONAL RESILIENCE AS 
INDONESIA'S CAPABILITY TO DEFEND ITSELF THROUGH ITS OWN 
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CRITICAL NECESSITY AS EVENTS DEVELOPED IN VIETNAM AND 
CAMBODIA. INDONESIA SAW NECESSITY NOT ONLY TO STRENGTHEN 
ITSELF BUT TO WORK CLOSELY WITH OTHER ASEAN COUNTRIES. 
BILATERAL SECURITY ACTIVITIES ALREADY EXISTED BETWEEN 
INDONESIA, THE PHILIPPINES, SINGAPORE AND MALAYSIA. 

THAILAND AND MALAYSIA ALSO COOPERATED BILATERALLY. 

4. IN ANSWER TO A QUESTION AS TO WHETHER EVENTS IN 
INDOCHINA WOULD LEAD INDONESIA TO STRENGHTEN ITS TIES 
WITH COMMUNIST COUNTRIES, GENERAL PANGGABEAN SAID THAT 
INDONESIA HAD LONG TIES WITH THESE COUNTRIES AND THAT 
THEY HAD RECENTLY BEEN STRENGHENED FOR ECONOMIC PURPOSES. 
COMMITTEE WITHIN INDONESIAN GOVERNMENT, HOWEVR, MONITORS 
SUCH ACTIVITIES CLOSELY AND SEEKS TO DISCOURAGE CULTURAL 
AND OTHER EXCHANGES WHICH MIGHT HAVE POLITICAL SIGNIFICANCE. 

5. GENERAL PANGGABEAN SAID THAT NATURALLY PROSPECT OF 
COMMUNIST TAKEOVER IN INDOCHINA CREATES VERY REAL CONCERN 
IN INDONESIA. INDONESIANS HOPED.HOWEVER, AND WERE 
INCLINED TO BELIEVE, THAT COMMUNISTS IN INDOCHINA WERE 

AS MUCH NATIONALSISTS AS COMMUNISTS. IF THIS WAS CASE, 
RELATIONS WITH THEM OVER LONGER TERM WOULD BE POSSIBLE. 

6. EXPRESSING GRATITUDE FOR US AID, GENERAL PANGGABEAN 
STRESSED THAT IN PRESENT SITUATION CONTINUATION OF SUCH 
AID PARTICULARLY SIGNIFICANT FOR INDONESIA. INDONESIA 
PARTICULARLY INTERESTED IN HELP THROUGH SALES OF SURPLUS 
EQUIPMENT. INDONESIAN MISSION HAD RECENTLY BEEN IN 
WASHINGTON TO INVESTIGATE PURCHASE OF SHIPS BUT COST WAS 
BEYOND WHAT INDONESIA COULD AFFORD. HE HOPED GENERAL 
BROWN COULD ENCOURAGE FURTHER SALES OF SHIPS OUT OF US 
INVENTORY SUCH AS IN THE CASE OF FOUR DES. AMBASSADOR 
NEWSOM INTERJECTED THAT WE DID NOT CONSIDER DISCUSSION OF 
POSSIBLE SALE OF NEW SHIPS FINISHED AND WERE PREPARED TO 
EXAMINE ALTERNATIVES ON BASIS OF FEASIBILITY STUDY. 

GENERAL BROWN PROMISED TO LOOK INTO SHIP PROBLEM. 
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
